investigation. 

A Parisian officia] has come forward with 
the information that on last Monday morning 
he saw a tall, stout individual, who appeared 
greatly agitated, carrying a large panel cov- 
ered with a horse blanket. The man jumped 
on the 7:47 express for Bordeaux as it was 
pulling out of the Quai d'Orsay station. 


Station Near the Louvre. 

As the station is a few minutes’ walk from 
the Louvre, the time corresponds with the 
hour the picture is believed to have disap- 
peared. 

The magistrate attaches great importance 
to this information, the more so as he has 
no reason to doubt the good faith of his in- 
formant, and he has sent a message to the 
Bordeaux police with a description of the 
individual and an urgent request to leave 
no stone unturned to effect his arrest. 

A thorough search is being made of the 
Louvre, which has been closed for three days 
for that purpose.

Yield to Liverpool Men.

LIVERPCOL, Aug. 24.—After a prolonged 
discussion the Liverpool tramways commit- 
tee decided today that the 250 tramway men 
should be reinstated when required and 
as satisiactory to the management.“

receiving assurances that the decision would 
be interpreted sympathetically with the view 
to reinstating the 250 at the earliest possible 
moment, the committee issued the order for 
all men to return to work.

Between eighty and ninety 
thousands will return to work tomorrow and 
it is hoped the situation will become normal 
rapidly. It is, however, not certain whether 
the ship owners will allow the lockedout dock- 
ers to resume.

PORTUGAL ELECTS A LAWYER 


Manoel de Arriaga Chosen First 
President of Republic. 


WILL TAKE PLACE OF BRAGA. 


Provisional Chief Gives Way to His 
Former Procurator. 


“LISBON, Aug. 24.—Manoel De Arriaga, a 
lawyer and procurator general in the pro- 
visional government, was today elected the 
first president of the republic of Portugal 
Arriaga was chosen by the constituent as- 
sembly, which was elected by the people last 
May. He received 121 votes and was the 
favorite candidate from the first. 

Sefior Arriaga will assume the duties. now 
resting upon Theophile Braga, who was made 
provisional president when the republic was 
proclaimed on Oct. 5, 1910, following the 
overthrow of King Manuel. Elections to 
the constituent assembly were held on May 
28 and the Republican party obtained 3 
large majority. 

President Arriaga was for years a profes- 
sor at Coimbra university, and for a con- 
siderable period was instructor of English to 
the late king Carlos and the Duke of Oporto. 

He is a man of distinguished personality.

James R. Kelso had been assigned to m- 
vestigate the complaint, but has not done 80. 
The charge that No. 3 eggs had been shipped 
to Chicago from Kansas City and were 
stored in at least three cold storage houses 
of this city was made to Dr. Perry by E. I. 
McAdam, a wholesale butter and egg dealer. 

He named the Monarch, Moxley, and 
Northwestern refrigerator plants as the 
places where the bad eggs are in storage. 

Dr. A. L. Winton, head of the United States 
inspection bureau, declared that evidence 
that the bad eggs had been brought from 
Kansas City to Chicago for food purposes 
would furnish all the grounds necessary for 
federal prosecution under the pure food laws.

KNOCKOUT FIGHT | 


SEEN BY MARQUIS 


As Ringsider Queensberry 
Tells How Langford Stops 
Ross in Six Rounds. 


EXPECTED END SOONER. 


Negro Gives Patrons of Club 
Show for Their Money; Tony 
Shows He Hasn’t Class.

New York, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Sam Lang- 


ford waited until the sixth round to knock 


out Tony Ross, when all had expected him to 
do it in the fifth. Sam has a partiality, Iam 
told, for the lucky number five, which. I be- 
lieve, has always been the favorite round for 
putting on the climax to a fight. 

Many of us who hav@seen him on previous 
occasions know how he gives every man a 
chance for the first two or three rounds. I: 
is rather a whim of his to give the patrons 
of a club a little show for their money. Such 
was the case tonight at the National Sport ing 
club. It seemed inevitable that Ross would 
take the count in the fourth round, but, curi- 
ous to relate, he not only got through that 
but at the end of the fifth those who took 
notes had to mark down Ross round. 

The result of the meeting was just what 
Was expected, I gather from all those with 
whom I conversed. I was careful to say that 
I had only seen Ross in the distance, but 
Langford was a familiar figure. He seems 
to have thickened out still more during the 
last eighieen months, and if one thought him 
invincible against all comers, bar one man, 
that idea was intensified when taking an- 
ther look over him. 


Development Seen in Sam. 

What Langford was when in London when 
he knocked out Ian Hague is well remem- 
bered by me and without knowing whether 
he has put on weight during the last twelve 
months or so I should say that his muscular 
devciopment is greater than ever. His 
extraocrdiuary fighting and his marvelous 
quickness was still impressive. 

Ore cannot blame Ross for losing nor ex- 
actly pity him. He certainly showed con- 
siderable pluck in that fifth round that I, 
with many others, was much disappointed 
at the first two rounds. He seemed to have 
forgotten all he ever knew, and instead of 
going in and fighting his man expended his 
power with the long swings which only 
Jlanced with the flat hand on Langford's back. 
They were neither effective nor convincing, 
and he pursued pretty nearly the same tactics 
right through. It was brisking it to see him 
land one or two straight on the dial in tbe 
fiith. No one thought that he would keep 
it up, but the man had come again and cer- 
tainiy did enough to stand well with his 
friends when talking to them later in the 
evening. 


Ross Not a White Hope.” 
He appears to be one of those big men who 
has learned about as much as he ever will, 


and I repeat that whether he was hypnotized by 
Langford or whether it wae nervousness (I don’t 
mean lack of courage), he did not show a glimpse 
of any form which could commend him to be ever 
thought a white hope. Still, he was not exact- 
ly a chopping block for the colored man. In the 
fourth and sixth rounds, until Langford knocked 
him out. there were moments when it looked very 
easy for Langford. In the fourth he let his man 
off when he had two or three obvious opportunities, 
but when the time came in the sixth it was then 
that the forked lightning left which landed right 
on the point. and wallop went the white mess. 
The prestige of Langford in England would bring 
him any amount of backing should he require it. 
There is no question that he has been so convincing 
when he has appeared in England. He was ac- 
claimed as one of the most finished ring fighters 
ever seen. He leaves nothing to chance, and sel- 
dom throws away a blow. He watches his openings, 
Searcely missing a chance when thie is given. 


Langford’s Footwork Wonderful. 


Ae I said yesterday, Langford's footwork is won- 
Gerful. His hitting powers are abnormal. That brain 
of his works up or rather frames matters with the 
craft of a Japanese. There is always unusual con- 
fidence with those backing him. It seems a pity 
that all our superlatives have to be expended on 
colored fighters. But there it ie. We have to ac- 
cept the situation. 

Two of the best judges I know in England think 
that Langford is a phenomenon and were never tired 
of mentioning that when Langford weighed only 
146 pounds he managed to go a whole fifteen rounds 
with Johnson. No one will ever take on Langford 
just for a joke. 

I should like to pay another compliment to spec- 
tators at the New York clubs: They are most 
impartial and grasp the fine points of the work with 
wonderful discrimination. I have never seen any- 
think keener. They do not hesitate to give the 
bird, to use an English expression, signifying 
@issent or displeasure if merited. And they take a 
humorous way of showing it. In France they whis- 
tle and boo. Here they do pretty well the same 
thing, but there is a melody in it, and I should 
think that Papke and Burke should remember 
gome tunes to their dying day which were trotted 
outf or their delectation. 


Real Stuff Refreshing. 

‘As I have said above it was so refreshing to see 
real stuff again. I have had many letters ex- 
pressing regret that the first experience in Amer- 
ica was such a poor one. But these things will 

, unfortunately. 
* beat his man, as of course he would, but 
of course there was no reputation to enhance by 
what he managed to do with the trier he met last. 

I use the term trier advisedly, for Ross, although 
he forgot his boxing in the early stages keeping 
away from his man and hanging on, still, he 
woke up and tried to go es far as he . He 
was better than many men of his clase that would 
not ute the brain in the same way as Langford. 

Before the feature event of the evening began I 
had to thank the persons who were present for their 
kindness and the warmth of their reception when 
I was int I should like to confirm what. 
J said in the few sentences that I have only been 
in this country such a short time that it ie most 
impolitie to say many things which a longer resi- 
dence may justify me in giving vent to. It wih 
got be, I am sure, in any way hypocritical, but 
simply I should like to make many suggestions 
when I am qualified to do so which might be 
simply echoing the worde of those who will listen 
to me and of course whatever fe sald concerning 

ing.

Eastern Promoters Anxious to Land

Fight or no fight with Champion Ad Wol-

Mo- 
Feriand will go through with his engagement 
to fight Kelly on Sept. 4. said Thiry. “‘ We have 
posted a forfeit for that fight and will not beck 
out now. Mulkern says he will call off the fight 
with Wolgast if we do, but we'll le him do the 
acting, as we intend to fight in St. Louis. 


Says Mulkern Will Hedge. 

‘ You can say for me that I do not thing Mulkern 
will call it off. He has been doing several things 
that Manager Tom Jones and I do not like in 
regard to this match. In the first place there 
was nothing in the articles of agreement that stip- 
ulated that either fighter should not fight before 
Sept. 15. And there is another thing thet I want 
to add. Jones and myself each have posted $1,000 
as a forfeit for the fight, while Mulkern hasn’t put 
up a penny to assure us that he will pull off the 
contest. 

It would be nice if he didn't pull it off and 
all our troubles would be for nothing. It is nota 
matter of wanting the money that prompted me 
to accept the bout with Kelly in St. Louis. I 
cimply wanted Packy to get a good stiff workout 
of not great length to fit him for his battle with 
Wolgast. 

There's another thing, too, that's interesting 
Jones and myself. Jones returned from New York 
a couple of days ago and told me that they were 
crazy to get the match there. He was assured 
that 350 00 could be secured by this fight, and if 
Mr. Mulkern cannot take care of his own affairs 
we can fight in New York for the big money. Yes, 
Packey will fight in St. Louis, all right. 

McFarland is going out into the country today 
and will pass a few days resting before starting 
real training at McConnel’s gymnasium.

Bat Nelson and Mickey Sheridan may be the 
performers in a six round tilt to be staged in St 
Louis next month if the terms offered by Edward 8.
